the  prize-winning  South  Shore 
displays  we  glimpsed  at  the 
show  on  Monday  were  Mrs. 
John  Bleakie's  magnificent 
orchid  plant.  Dr.  Edward 
Wood’s  prize  orchids  and 
Mrs.  Edward  White's  rose- 
mary grown  from  cuttings  and 
blue  hyacinth.  Also.  Jean 
Madden's  prize  bouganvillia 
and  fittonia.  the  latter  winning 
a special  cultural  award  for 
excellence  in  growing.  Rita 
Araphoff  won  prizes  for  her 
terrarium,  crown  of  thorns  and 
a large  begonia  in  the  window- 
sill division. 

In  the  fall  and  spring,  rarely 
in  summer,  great  white  birds 
with  long,  black-tipped  wings 
can  be  seen  fishing  off  our 
coast.  These  gannets  sail  high 


over  the  sea.  wherever  fish 
abound  and  at  the  right  mo- 
ment shoot  down  into  the 
waves  with  a resounding 
splash  that  sometimes  tosses 
up  spray  eight  or  10  ft.  high. 
With  a wing-spread  of  about 
72".  seeing  one  is  quite 
impressive. 

This  is  why  the  Brookline 
Bird  Club  members  were  ex- 
cited when  they  spotted  them 
off  of  Duxbury  on  a recent 
trip.  They  were  also  treated  to 
a glimpse  of  four  rough- 
legged  hawks.  The  birds  were 
seen  slowly  flapping  their 
four-foot  wings  not  far  above 
the  meadows  at  Dwyer's  Farm 
in  Marshfield.
